Claims 1 -10 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
method of assessing diffusion of a substance in a region of interest, including steps of 
determining a diffusion index indicative of diffusion in the at least one voxel, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claims 11-15 are allowed. The reason(s) of allowance for these claims has been 
provided in the previous Office action. 

Claims 16-20 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
computer readable storage medium having stored thereon a computer program 
representing a set of instructions, which when executed by a computer, causes the 
computer to determine a diffusion index indicative of diffusion anisotrophy and diffusion 
directions in at least one voxel, in combination with the remaining limitations of the 
claims.
